BREAK IS UNEXPLAINED 


Water Department Authorities 
Say Electrolysis May Have 
Caused It. 





Swirling water tore a hole 12 feet 
deep in Hebert street at Rauschenbach 
avenue early Thursday, when a 36-inch 
water main burst there. Spouting six 
feet into the air, the flood ran west two 
blocks to Twenty-third street, ripping 
“up the asphalt like paper and ruining 


the street. 

Cellars in the neighborhood were in- 
undated. A coat of slime and mud was 
deposited over the edge of St. Louis 
Park. Pavements were torn up, and 
Twenty-third street (unimproved), from 
Hebert north to Palm, was channeled 
and gulched by the flood. 

The main runs on the south side of 
Hebert street. It burst at 3:15 a. m., 
‘just west of Rauschenbach avenue, and 
the great volume of water, working up, 
carried the dirt, stone and asphalt with 
it until a hole 15 feet in diameter and 
12 feet deep yawned in the street, the 
torn asphalt trailing over the ragged 

- edges. 

Convent Pavement Torn. 

Fifty feet of brick paving around the 
house of the Little Sisters of the Poor 

. Was converted into an unsightly area 

‘of upturned bricks and muddy trash. 

Piles of mud, recks and rubbish were 

-@istributed along the streets and in 

neighboring yards. 

Cellars were foloded at the homes 
of Mfrs. Louise Plagstert, 2361 Hebert 
street; William ft unke, 2500 Palm street, 
three blocks from the bursting main; 
and Mrs. Catherine Albrecht, 2306 Palm 
street. Piles of silt and trash were de- 
posited waist-high on lawns all ground. 

For two hours the flood raged un- 
abated. From the well above the main 
the water shot higher than a man’s 

- head into the air, and ran in a foaming 

terrent in every direction. 

Telephone calls were sent to the City 
Halli and to the Fire Department, but 
it was long before the water in the main 

Residents of the neighborhood, fear- 
ing that their lives, as well as their 
property, were endangered, escaped in 
fright from their homes, Some of them 
eesntily clad. 

- Disaster Unexplained. 

At 6 a. m. gangs of street cleaners ap- 

' peared and set to work. Workmen be- 

gan repairing the main. They said they 
did not know what caused the piping to 
give away. 

At the Street Service Division of the 

‘Water Department it was said that the 
- @eause of the accident could not be de- 
termined until the pipe was taken our 
and examined, Probably, it was said, 
the main; which is made of cast iron, 

_ had been eaten away and weakened by

It 
provides a fine of 
from $2 to $3 
and from 20 days 
to six months’ im- 
prisenment for 
any person whe 
uses the wooden 
Indian for any ad- 
vertising purpose, 
or who has such a 
figure in his possesston. 

The bill is certain to pass both 
branches of the Legislature, as the large 
Indian vote holds the balance of power 
and all political parties want to keep it 
off the warpath. 

Should Study the Route. 


According to the advocates of the bill, 
any man who Can't find a cigar store 
without being steered by a deaf and 
dumb Indian ought efther to buy a map 
of the city, depend upon his sense of 
smell or stop smoking. 

“I never gouléa comprehend why a 
cigar dealer Wanted an Indian, wooden 
or otherwise, 
advertise his busi- 
ness,’’ said one. 
“An upraised 
tomahawk above 
a shewcase of 
cigarettes might 
appeal to one’s 
idea of the fitness 
of things, but it 
might also sug- 
gest to the pros- 
pective customer 
that the toma- 
hawk is the quick- 
er method of the 
two, after all.

Before they went away from the home 
at 4662 Page avenue, which their fam- 
ilies occupled in common, Dr. P. T. 
Cunningham, dentist and amateur play-

Dr. Cunningham’s letter was addressed 
to his daughter, Josephine. In it he 
said that he was going away to free 
himself from a burden of debt and that 
he had received two flattering business 
offers, one from Portland, Ore., and the 
other from Boston. He refers affection- 
ately to his daughter, Mamie, 18 years 
old, who wes in Chicago at the time he 
left home. 

Deserted Man Provider. 

Alonzo B. Roseberry is now the man 
of the house at 4662 Page boulevard. His 
earnings as a drug clerk are depended 
on to supply the common table, which 
was: Shared by the Roseberry and Cun- 
ninghara.families before the departure 
of Dr. Cunningham and Mrs. Rose- 
berry last Thursday. 

On Roereberry has devolved the care 
of Mrs. Cunningham and ker six chil- 
dren. 

“T am authorized to speak for M's 
Cunningham on all matters connected 
with tle disappearance of my wife and 
Mre. Cunningham's husiend,’”’ he said 
Thursday. 

Jewelry Is Missing. 

As heretofere, the two Cunningham 
girls, Mamie, 18, and Josephine, 17, have 
the use of the Roseberry parlor and the 
Roseberry piano. But, Josephine says, 
they are mourning the loss of a lot of 
ferninine trinkets which they have been 
unable to find since Thursday. 

Missing also are the diamonds which 
Roseberry bought for his wife on time 
payments. 

“All the curling irons are gone, and 
We can't do a thing with our hair,”’ said 
Josephine to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“Things were so mussed up when we 
went to our room Thursday night that 
we couldn’t find any .of our chains, 
lockets, hatpins or stick pins. We 
haven’t any idea what became of them. 

“We all lived like one family here, 
and we used Mrs. Roseberry’s things, 
and she used ours.

Fvidence That Union Electric 
Is Controlled by Monopoly 
Already Gathered.

the consumption of electricity for illumi- 
nation. 
Competition Destroyed. 

The Laclede Gas Light Co. also sells 
electricity, and in that sense is a com- 
petitor of the Union Electric. It is said 
that Laclede Gas has ceased manufac- 
turing electric current, and now buys 
electricity, for distribution, from the 
Union Electric Co. Under this arrange- 
ment there is no semblance of compe- 
tition between the two companies. 

Lawyers who have looked carefully 
into these facts say that North Ameri- 
can ownership of the *wo corporations 
has removed all elements of competition 
in the illumination and electric power 
business that would have existed if they 
were independent. Competition betweem 
the companies would undoubtedly force 
down the price of gas and electricity for 
illuminating purposes, they say. 

Lawyers also say that it is a weil es- 
tablished principle of common law that 
no public service corporation can serve 
one person at a lower rate than an- 
other. The long array of decisions of 
the courts are uniform on this point. 
The man who uses one electric light is 
entitled to the same rate as the man 
who uses 1000. Every customer of the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co., 
cameraine to lawyers, is entitled to the 
very lowest rate made to any other cus- 
tomer. 

Discrimination Alleged. 

The only exception to this rule would 
be the city of St. Louis, which Is getting 
service at 4% cents a kilowatt hour. 
This is said by lawyers to be a public 
service, and could not be used as a 
basis for a suit. The company is said 
to be serving some big hotels and of- 
fice buildings at even cheaper rates, 
while it charges householders as much 


as 12 or 13 cents. 

This discrimination of rates, while no! 
expressly forbidden by statute, is said 
by lawyers to be a violation of every 
principle of Judge-made law, and could 
be undoubtedly stopped by the proper 
action in the courts. 

Circuit Attorney Sager filed his ouster 
suit against the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. May 18, 1907. He asked 
that the corporation not only be dis- 
solved, but that penalties aggregating 
$134,800 be assessed against it for viola- 
tion of the Missouri anti-trust laws. 

Sager’s Charges. 

At the time the suit was filed Mr. 
Sager contemplated action against the 
Laclede Gaslight Co. on the same 
ground. He charged that the North 
American Co. caused to be merged the 
Consolidated Electric Co., the Imperial 
Electric Light and Power Co., the Mis- 
souri-Edison Electric Co. and the Citi- 
zens’ Electric Light and Power Co. 

These companies were consolidated at 
different times, evidently, according to 
Circuit Attorney Sager, to evade the 
anti-trust laws. In the end they were 
all merged into the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co., which is now one of 
the North American monopolies. 

The Sager suit is now pending in 
Judge Taylor's court on demurrer. It 
has not been pushed. It is understood 
that Mr. Sager is depending in a meas- 
ure upon \the evidence developed in the 
civil suit to convict the Union Electric 
of violation of the anti-trust /laws. 

The Morgan Jones suit is being tried 
before a Master in Chancery. The com- 
paint has not yet finished taking tes- 
imony, although he started the exam- 
ination of witnesses more than a year

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Russians Suffer Losses in Ef- 
fort to Punish Kurdish 
Raiders. 














TIFLIS, Trans-Caucasia, April 16.— 
Russian troops have invaded Persian 
territory in the vicinity of Lenkoran, 
a port on the Caspian sea, for the pur- 
pose of punishing Kurdish raiders. 

This step was taken in consequence 
of the renewal of the attack upon the 
Russian garrison at  Belesuvar, a 
frontier post. The trouble began 
April 12, when a detachment of Rus- 
sian troops from Belesuvar met a 
band of Kurdish brigands and lost 
several men in the subsequent fight- 
ing. 

The brigands also suffered. They 
prepared to attack Belesuvar in force 
in revenge for their treatment by the 
Russian soldirs and they descended 
upon the garrison in large numbers. 

Villages Destroyed. 

Orders were issued for the garris- 
son, which is supported by artillery, 
to enter Persian territory and punish 
the Kurds. The Russians crossed the 
frontier and destroyed several vil- 
lages. They also scattered the Kurds, 
who numbered about 4000. 

According to the latest reports re- 
ceived at Tiflis the Russians are con- 
tinuinge their advance. 

The people of Belesuvar have tele- 
graphed to St. Ptersburg appealing 
for-immdiate protection. Cossacks 
have been sent into the districts to 
preserve order. The whole frontier is 
in a state of alarm.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—The strong- 


hold of the “Women’s Commonwealth,” 
the man-hating organization which Miss 
Ada Pratt deserted to become the ride 
of B. Franklin Hoover of Philadelphia, 
is a two-winged structure in a big lot 
in Irving street, on Mount Pleasant, a 
fashionable suburb of Washington. It 
is disguised as a family boarding house, 
and until the marriage of Miss Pratt 
revealed the fact, the boarders did not 
know that they were being entertained 
by the austere sisterhood. 

The boarders are mostly gallant 
young Southern swains and belles, not 
one over 25, and all frankly flirtatious. 


After supper last night tley strolled 
out in pairs under the apple trees 
blooming in the yard, and read in whis- 
pers the story of Miss Pratt’s elope- 
ment. Inside the dishes were being 
cleared away by the three pretty re- 
maining celibates, watched over by the 
stern, yet kind, eyes of their mother. 
One boarder lingered to ask the mother 
if Mrs. Hoover would be taken back. 
Calls Marriage Sinful. 

“We have nothing to say about the 
marriage of people who are not brought 
up as Mrs. Hoover was. Wrongdoing 
is a matter of conscience,” said she. 
“But for a girl to go ‘Against all the 
teachings of her mother from her child- 
hood shows her to be the wrong kind of 
girl. 

“It is not likely that Mrs. Hoover will 
want to come back to us. If she did, 
there could be no sympathy between 
ber and us. She has don: what we 
think is wrong, and-unless she gave up 
her sin, we could not take her bacr ” 

Mrs. Hoover’s mother, Mrs. Pratt, 
who is one of the oldest and most en- 
thusiastic members of the community, 
is at the Commonwealth farm at Sil- 
ver Springs, Montgomery County, Md. 
She became a follower of the founder of 
the Women’s Commonwealth, Mrs. Mar- 
tha McWhirter, in Waco, Tex., about 
thirty years ago, and her daughter, 
born soon after, was brought up in the 
sisterhood. 

Man Won Her Away. 

The young woman virtually renounced 
the principles of the community about a 
year ago. Since then she went to Balti- 
more, where she lived for a_ time, 
and it is believed that the persuasions 
of her. future husband had a good deal 
to do with her desertion of the teachings 
of her childhood. He convinced her that 
man is not a vile and contaminating 
creature, and that to he his wife would 
not doom her to everlasting punishment. 

Though Mrs. McWhirter announced in 
Waco 30 years ago that she had seen a 
great light from the Almightly which 
forbade her remaining with her hus- 
band, because the married state was sin, 
her religious visions went no further. 
This is tle sole tenet of the sect. Other 
religious views are a matter of indi- 
vidual taste. 

There are about twenty members, 
mostly spinsters and divorced or ‘“‘sep- 
arated’’ wives. The only novices are 
the children broug!t into the community 
when their mothers joined. The three 
remaining ghildren, all girls of mar- 
riageable age, wait upon the guests of 
the boarding house without looking up 
or speaking to the men in more than 
monosyllables. The boarcers do not 
even know their names. Five others 
have become apostates and married, as 
Miss Pratt did. 

Dowr. on the farm at Silver Springs, 
where Mrs. Pratt is one of the direc- 
tors, the women do all the tilling of the 
ground and market their own products. 
It is said that they even make their 
own shoes and weave their own cloth- 


ing.

OTTAWA, Kan., April 16.—Frank 
Schneck is on trial in the Circuit Court 
here this week, accused of having mur- 
dered his wife and two children in the 
dead of night. 

Jointly charged with the crime, Mrs. 
Mollie Stewart, with whom the State 
will try to prove Schneck was in love, 
w'l’ have a separate trial. 

Mrs. Schneck and her two children 
lived in the town of Centropolis. On the 


riorning of Feb. 4, 1907, Sampson Boles, 
a nephew of Mrs. Schneck, found her 
and the two children dead on a bedroom 
floor, their heads nearly severed from 
their bodies. 

Suicide Theory First. 

The first theory was that the méther 
had killed her children and then com- 
nitted suicide. But the only weapon at 
hand was a dull case knife. 

After an investigation Schneck and 
Mrs. Stewart were arrested. Mrs. Stew- 
ert and her husband lived some distance 
from the scene of the crime, and 
Schneck was living with them. 

Stewart said that, on the night of the 
murder, his wife and Schneck were 
away from the house for a time. 

At the preliminary hearing Stewart 
said he asked Schneck how he felt when 
he saw his wife lying dead. Schneck’s 
answer, Stewart said, was: 

“T could have stamped her life out, 
if there had been any left in her.”’ 

Girls Aceuse Mother. 

Norma May Stewart and Pearl Stew- 
art, daughters of the accused woman, 
testified in the trial yesterday to cir- 
cumstances of her acquaintance with 
Schneck. Norma said she saw her moth- 
¢r washing a blood-stained shirt belong- 
ing to Schneck. 

Three physicians who viewed the bod- 
jes testified that Mrs. Schneck could 
not have inflicted the wounds which 
caused her death.

The other delegates-at-large named at 
the State Convention in Carnegie Hall 
are Charles FF. Murphy. Tammany lead- 
er; Lewis Nixon, | of the Bryan 
forces In New York (ty. and Charles 
H. Froeh of Brooklyn The up-State 
Democracy fared getting no 
delegates-at-large, urless Judge Parker, 
who lives intermittent! at Esopus, 
could be so cunsidered. One of the alter- 
nates, Francis I<. Pendleton, is from 
New York City. the others being G. H. 
Thacher of Albany, James Swartzen- 
bach of Steuben County and William F. 
Rafferty of Onondaga County. 

Another State Convention, to send a 
contesting delegation, instructed for 
Bryan, to Denver, is likely to be called. 
Harry W. Walker, formerly of Spring- 
field, Mo., now a Bryan leader in New 
York, declared early today that he 
would issue a call for such a gathering.

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TWO SHOT 
CHESTER CAR 
STRIKE RIOT

Leader of Nonunion Men and 
Motorman Attacked by 
Idle Employes. 








CHESTER, Pa., April 16.—The most 
serious disturbance which has marked 
the strike of the motormen and conduct- 
ors of the Chester Traction Co. occurred 


early today, during which two employes 
of the company were shot but not seri- 
ously injured. 

The company attempted to operate a 
car, and William Borgmann, who acted 
as motorman, was shot in the foot dur- 
ing an attack on the trolley by a large 
crowd of strike sympathizers. Earlier 
in the day William Griesemer, a claim 
agent of the company, was shot in the 
leg while leading a squad. of 4 men who 
had been imported to take the places of 
the strikers to the car barn. 


Strike Breakers Attacked. 
Disorder was spasmodic during the 


night, but the serious outbreak began 
with Ahe attack on the imported men 
shortly before 5 a. m. An attempt to 
lead the men to the car barn was dis- 
covered by the strikers and their sym- 
pathizers and in a hand-to-hand fight 
the imported workers were routed and 
driven to shelter in the barn. Griese- 
mer, who was in charge, was struck by 
a bullet and he was helped into the 
barn. 

The company at once decided to start 
out a car, and at 5 o’clock it ran from 
the barn with Borgmann as motorman 
and another imported man as :conduc- 
tor. The car had not gone far when it 
was attacked. 


Revolver Shots Fired. 
Revolver shots were fired and one 


bullet struck Borgmann in the foot. A 
strong detachment of police drove the 
crowd back. The car was left standing 
and Borgmann and the conductor were 
hurried into the barn. 

The police roped off the streets ad- 
jacent to the barn and are on guard 
about the building. Mayor Johnson went 
to the scene and strongly condemned the 
traction company for attempting to re- 
sume service without his permission. 

The strike began on Monday owing to 
the refusal of the employes to accept a 
reduction in wages. The company also 
operates lines between Philadelphia and 
Chaster and Wilmington, Del. Traffic 
on these roads is suspended.

Letters of Mrs. McKee Alleged 
to Have Been Stolen From 
Husband.

PARIS, April 16.—Maitre Labori, coun- 
sel for A. Hart McKee in the divorce 
suit instituted by Mrs. McKee, caused a 
stir in his final pleading to court by de- 
claring that certain letters were stolen 
from his client March 28. 

These letters passed between Baron 
Aliolti, counselor of the Italian Embas- 
sy here, and Mrs. McKee. Labori said 
they would settle the question as to why 
Mrs. McKee referred in one of them to 
Marquis Guglielmi as ‘‘poor boy.” 

Husband Names Marquis. 

Marquis Guglielmi is the Italian no- 
bleman whom McKee alleges he saw 
coming out of a grove on the grounds of 
the Varenoies chateau, one night with 
Mrs. McKee. This discovery, Labori de- 
clared, was the real reason why Mrs. 
McKee left the chateau—‘‘she went to 
give free course to her caprice.’’ At the 
same time, he added, Guglielmi played 
the part of a hypocrite, pretending to be 
a friend of McKee. 

“Why did Miss Lawler go to America 
while this trial is in progress?’’ the law- 
yer asked. ‘She could explain Mrs. Mc- 
Kee’s ‘poor boy’ letter.’’ 

In another part of his speech Maitre 
Labori said that on the 10th of last 
June Mr. McKee was on the point of 
fighting a duel with Jacques de Vries 
for treating Mrs. McKee with disrespect 
and Mr. McKee had selected the Duke 
Decases as his secord. 

The deposition of the chambermaid, 
Navarro, was held up to ridicule. She 
swore that she had often seen McKee in 
summer costume and disrespectful atti- 
tudes in his bedroom, dancing to music 
from ‘“‘Faust’’ and that she had found 
books in his possession which were im- 
proper description, yet which he insist- 
ed on reading aloud. But she also testi- 
fied that Mr. McKee had pursued her 
and that testimony, Labori insisted, de- 
stroyed the value of her whole evidence, 
making it absurd because, he said, she 
“is a horrid looking girl of 57.”’ 


Censures Col Baxter. 
Labori worked himself into a passion 
and became purple while describing the 
“iniquity’”’ of Col. Baxter, Mrs. Mc- 
Kee’s father, in writing to persons in 
Pittsburg whom he did not know to 
get information against MoKee. 

A letter from a sister of Hugh Tevis, 
Mrs. McKee’s first husband, was read. 
In it she wrote: 

“I am so happy to know that you are 
happy; to hear that your husband is 


fone of the most charming of men. That 


explains why you are so happy.” 
Labori went over again the. hotel bills 
McKee had paid, to contradict*the alle- 


}gation of the petitioner that at times 


she had been reduced to living on gher- 
kins and cheese. 
“Phe lawyer handed to the judges on 
the bench a notebook, which they ex- 
amined with great curiosity. In it Mc- 
Kee had put down the amounts he paid 
out at different times on 
his wife’s gambling debts. 
In his argument Maitre Labori took 
occasion to testify to the good faith of 
the New York World and to the im- 
partial character of its repgrts, saying 
that, although newspapers tin France 
are prohibited from reporting divorce 
cases, full publicity is part of the Amer- 
ican system. 


Wants 20 Cents Damages. 

In conclusion, Labori claimed for his 
client 1 franc (20 cents) damages and 
the publication of 5000 rectifications in 
the newspapers. He demanded that 
separation be granted to Mr. McKee and 
that their child be confided to the care’ 
and keeping of Mr. McKee’s mother. 

When he sat dewn McKee shook him 
warmly by the hand. McKee sat in 
court throughout the proceedings. He 
was pale, but well greomed. A friend 
who sat beside him put an arm around 
his shoulders and petted him to keep 
him calm during the exciting passages 
of Laborli’s adcres«. 

Attorney Derville, assistant counsel of 
Mrs. McKee, arose te reply after La- 
bori finished, remarking: ‘Brevity is 
the politeness of lawyers.”’ 


Quotes From McKee. 

Labori glared. Dorville quoted from 
an article McKee had written for the 
New Yorker in order to show a ma- 
licious spirit in recounting sensational 
steries about acquaintances. He alse 
quoted from McKee’s notebook (the one 
in which he kept account of the pay- 
ments of Mrs. McKqe’s gambling debts) 
what McKee had written therejn about 
the cult in Paris for the worship of 
satan. Dorviile read: 

“They have a church. They have rites 
ever the body of a dead woman. They 
eat human flesh an. practice abomina- 
tions unmentionable. ~ 

When Dorville closed his remarks the 
Prosecuting General announced that in 
three weeks he would offer his com- 
ments on the case. 

Thereupon the hearing was adjourned 
to May 6.

EVERYTHING READY BUT THE “ARCHITECT. 

Probably the record of public building enter- 
prises will be searched in vain for a parallel to 
the case of the St. Louis Public Library. 

In most instances there is lack of means, there 
is a controversy as to the site, there is litiga- 
tion of some kind, there is a scarcity of labor 
or of material, there is indecision as to style 
and plans and there are other complications seem- 
ingly unavoidable, but not one of these is de- 
laying the construction of the big building on 
Olive street. 

Here there is plenty of money already in 
bank, there is a site acceptable to all and fully 
paid for, there are no legal complications and 
labor and materials are to be had in abun- 
dance. Everything and everybody are ready ex- 
cept the architect, who, six months after he re- 
ceived his commission, is still unable even to 
guess when he will have his plans ready. 

It will have to be admitted that this is a most 
unfavorable beginning. In architecture it is the 
architect who dreams, plans and directs. When 
he fails it is as though a general supplied with 
a great and perfectly equipped army went to 
sleep in the presence of the enemy. Evidently 
a mistake has been made in selecting an archi- 
tect or the Library Board has been astonishingly 
negligent in its dealings with him. 
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NO WOMAN SHOULD BE “DISAGREEABLE.” 

Some St. Louis suffragettes seem to approve 
the London missionary’s suggestion that they 
adopt militant tactics and make themselves ‘‘dis- 
agreeable” to obtain the ballot. 

With all due regard we counsel differently. 
Aside from the rather impressive fact of the uni- 
verse that arms and belligerency are reserved by 
nature for brutal man, woman’s own experience 
should remind her that such “emancipation” as 
she has already won—and it is considerable—has 
been won by persuasion rather than pecking. 

But what argues most eloquently for a cam- 
paign of sweetness and light as against a policy 
ef determined disagreeableness is a simple analy- 
sis of the immediate case of the suffragettes. It 
is plain that there are not enough of them yet 
fairly to represent or speak convincingly for their 
sex. How 'can we judge by the outspoken few 
what the whole of silent femininity desire? Plain- 
lv the suffragettes’ campaign must be primarily 
addressed to women. 

Disagreeable suffragettes would hardly ingra- 
tiate themselves or their cause with their sweet- 
er and gentler sisters of the vast majority. But 
while disaffecting or antagonizing them the dis- 
agreeable contingent would as surely present to 
the eyeof manacontrast fatal to themselves as 
against the larger and more attractive sisterhood 
to whom he would remain loyal through every 
inclination and motive. If necessary he would 
become their champion to resist and repel the 
campaign of the disagreeabies. 

On the other hand, there is no telling what a 
band of superlatively amiable suffragettes might 
not accomplish with their own sex first and after- 
wards with the mere men. 











MARK TWAIN AND DEEP WATER. 

Mark Twain ridicules our 14-feet through the 
valley project and undertakes to explain why it 
Is not feasible. 

The fashion of quoting Mark Twain upon every 
subject under the sun has encouraged him to be 
more garrulous than contemplative, and sooner 
or later his recklessness of opinion was bound 
to get him into deep water and display his funda- 
mental ignorance of the Mississippi channel. 

One of his main prides is in what he thinks he 
knows about the river, but the fact is that he is 
a pilot only among literary men, while he has al- 
ways been a literary man to pilots.

A thousand 
dredges could not keep it clear.” 

Perhaps. this is no exaggeration from his stand- 
point. No amount of dredging could keep it 
clear for some navigators.

Meat Inspection. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
I have recently read a number of articles in the 
daily press advocating a better meat inspection for 
the City of St. Louis. The cause is good and a city 
of this size should have a force of not less than 25 
inspectors. But some of the articles that I noticed 
are likely to prove misleading, especially to those 
who are not familiar with the workings around a 
packing house. There seems to be a tendency to 
blame the packer for the class of meats offered to 
the trade, and being a packing house employe (not 
an official) I will, with your permission. submit a 
few remarks with a view of showing that all the 
blame cannot be traced to that source. In the first 
place the retailer is largely responsible for the condi- 
tion of the meat he sells. There is a grade of dressed 
beef known as “canned stuff,’’ which is not diseased 
or unhealthful, but is generally conceded 
to be most anything but delicious, and contains 
very little nourishment. This is the. kind of beef 
that nearly all small retailers order from the packer. 
Now, in regard to diseased animals being sold for 
food. If this is belng done the United States Bureau 
of Animal Industry is a complete failure. The Gov- 
ernment has inspectors in the stockyards and iu 
every department in the packing houses: On the kill- 
ing floor the glands In the neck of every animal are 
cut open by an inspector in search of signs of tuber- 
culosis and the lungs, liver and intestines as well as 
the tarcass are closely watched for signs of dis 
ease. No carcass is allowed to enter the cooler: 
without the Government label. In the other depart- 
ments the Government inspectors promptly condemn 
any product that has become unfit for food on ac- 
count of careless handling, etc. And as to hurrying 
animals to the killing floors in order to slaughter 
before they die a natural death, such is absurd
